Plan your bets 

Council backs tougher controls on bookies 


by Dan Stephens 


THE ROYAL borough is backing 
a move to reduce the stakes on 
casino-style betting machines 
where punters can place bets of 
£100 a time. 

The council has joined a group of 
local authorities calling on all party 
leaders to restrict the stakes on 
fixed odds betting terminals (FOBTs) 
to just £2 - in line with other gaming 
machines on the high street. 


A letter was sent to party leaders 
calling on them to make a commitment 
to limit the potentially harmful effects 
of certain gambling machines in their 
manifestoes. 

It was sent ahead of an event last 
week hosted by the Campaign for 
Fairer Gambling, which discussed the 
impact of fixed odds betting terminals 
on the industry and players. 

The royal borough has joined the 
largest ever coalition of authorities to

ASPIRING newshounds used the 
borough’s prototype ‘driverless 
car’ as the main feature in a special 
report for the BBC. 

Four students from the Greenwich 
University Technical College (UTC) 
in Woolwich Road filmed their special 
report for a BBC competition aimed at 
young reporters. 

They used the Shuttle to compile 
a news-style video for the BBC 
competition which was open to young 
reporters across the country. They 
spoke about the ground-breaking 
vehicle, and interviewed members of 
the public and people involved in the 
project to find out about the benefits of 
driverless cars and how they will affect 
people’s lives, both worldwide and in 
Greenwich. 

Taking part were Phillip Wulfhorst as 
the interviewer, George Gosnell as the 
reporter, and Diana Alexandra and Kai 
Chapman as the technical crew. 

The event was organised by Mine 
Miralay and Pooja Patel from the 
UTC’s marketing team. Pooja said: 
“The students didn’t have any time to 
practise or to go through their lines, 
so they used Q-cards. They put in a 
wonderful effort and they loved the 
entire thing.” 

The film editing is being done this 
week and the finished production will 
then be sent off to the BBC forjudging.

Stop-start hotel 
is back on track 


WOOLWICH is to get its 
long-delayed new hotel 
in Beresford Street, years 
after the original plans 
were shelved. 

Once complete, it will 
create up to 35 new jobs 
and provide 130 bedrooms. 

The shell of the hotel 
was built several years 
ago. But then the site 
was abandoned when the 
owners, Key Homes Group, 
went into administration. 
The six-storey building 
has now been bought from 
the administrators by 
Berkeley Homes, which 
owns Royal Arsenal 
Riverside. The company is 
now looking to bring in a 


hotel operator to complete 
the scheme, bringing new 
business and jobs to the 
town. 

Karl Whiteman, divisional 
managing director of 
Berkeley Homes (East 
Thames) said: “Local 
residents have had to put up 
with years of uncertainty 
over this building so we are 
delighted to have completed 
the purchase and be able to 
offer it a positive future. A 
new hotel is excellent news 
for Woolwich, creating 
around 35 new local j obs and 
boosting tourism and trade 
in this part of the Royal 
Borough of Greenwich. 

“We will be working 


hard over the coming 
months to identify the 
right operator to ensure 
that it complements the 
new development at Royal 
Arsenal Riverside. We 
will keep the community 
updated on progress 
through the course of this 
year.” 

The hotel site forms part 
of Royal Arsenal Riverside, 
Berkeley Homes’ £1.2 
billion regeneration project 
where it is developing 5,000 
new homes in 88 acres with 
restaurants, bars, shops 
and leisure facilities in 
historic conversions and 
new developments along 
the River Thames.

A GOVERNMENT grant of £55,388 has 
been won by the council and Housing 4 
Women to help support young victims 
of domestic abuse. 

It follows a joint bid for funding and will be 
used by the housing support group to help 
children who are living in refuges. 

The cash means the group will be able 
to take on a children's worker who will run 
group sessions and activities for 30 children, 
as well as provide one-to-one support, and 
work with schools and children's centres. 

Thecash is part of a £1 0 million government 
package to help support refuges across the 
country and boost provision for vulnerable 
victims of violence in the home. 

Tackling domestic violence is one of 


the council top priorities. It has put up 
£600,000 to fund the campaign, and it is 
financing a specialist four-person police 
team at Plumstead Police Station, called 
the Domestic Violence Intervention Team 
(DVIT). 

Another £250,000 of funding was put up 
by the local NHS Clinical Commissioning 
Group to fund new initiatives to help reduce 
domestic violence. 

The police, council, health authority, 
schools and support groups are working 
together to help victims — and get their 
attackers and abusers brought to court. 

Jakki Moxham, chief executive at Housing 
4 Women said: "Children are the hidden 
victims of domestic violence. They make 
up around two-thirds of the residents in 
refuges and are some of the most vulnerable 
children in our society. The appointment of a 


dedicated refuge children's worker will help 
those children who witness domestic abuse 
to go on and lead the fulfilling lives they 
deserve and help prevent them becoming 
future victims themselves." 

Cllr Jackie Smith, the council's cabinet 
member for community safety and 
environment, said: "This grant is welcome 
news. It will help us in our campaign to 
protect both women and children who are 
affected by domestic abuse. 

"If you feel you are at risk yourself, or you 
know someone else who you are worried 
could become a victim, don't hesitate 
to report it either to the police or to the 
Greenwich Domestic Violence and Abuse 
Service on 020 8317 8273."

Dedicated team tackles 
rogue landlords 


A THOUSAND privately 
rented properties have 
been visited by a specialist 
team set up to crackdown 
on rogue landlords. 

Launched last Spring, 
the royal borough's 
rogue landlord team is 
currently involved in 800 
active investigations, 
served more than 1 00 
improvement notices and 
has also started almost 30 
legal prosecutions. 

The team was set up 
to target rogue private 
landlords profiteering 
from letting unregulated, 
sub-standard and often 
dangerous properties 
including houses in 
multiple occupancy, 
unregulated or illegal 
hostels and other 
properties which may be 
p poorly managed and in a 
bad condition. 

Their visits have led 
to the identification of 
around 800 properties 
which could harm the 
health or safety of 
residents. Examples 
include fire alarms that 


don't work, unsecure 
window locks, and leaking 
roofs. 

The team has been 
successful in exposing 
dangerous practices 
and making landlords 
accountable for the 
condition of their 
properties 

Councillor Jackie Smith, 
cabinet member for 
community safety and 
environment said: "Our 
Rogue Landlord team has 
made hundreds of visits 
to ensure that tenants are 
protected from the small 
number of landlords who 
put their profits ahead of 
their legal responsibilities. 

"At a time when private 
sector rents are so high, it's 
especially unacceptable 
for tenants to have to 
live in some of the poor, 
dangerous and often 
illegal conditions we have 
been seeing. 

"We would urge 
anyone living in poor or 
dangerous private rented 
accommodation, or 
residents who are worried

that a house on their 
street may be involved 
in exploiting tenants to 
contact the team today." 

The London Fire Brigade 
are a key partner in 
the project which also 
tackles landlords renting 
properties lacking basic 
fire safety measures 
such as smoke alarms or 
fire doors. Borough fire 
commander Bob Selby 
added: 

"We are able to support 
well intended landlords 
unsure of their obligations. 


But also through, joint 
enforcement, apply more 
punitive measures to those 
who knowingly neglect 
the safety of their tenants." 

The team works with 
private landlords to help 
them meet their legal 
obligations.

submit a Sustainable Communities Act 
(SCA) proposal on the issue. 

Betting shop chains often cluster their 
stores together in order to evade the 
licensing restriction of four machines 
per store and such concentrations of 
betting shops are often associated with 
crime and anti-social behaviour. 

Reducing the stakes on FOBTs, which 
are known as the “crack cocaine” of 
the industry, will help to curb betting 
shop clustering in the nation’s high 
streets and help local areas become more 
economically sustainable and vibrant. 

Greenwich Council has already 
demonstrated its commitment to greater 
regulation of betting shops and in 2013 
voted to back a motion calling on the 
government to amend the planning 
process requiring betting shops to apply 


for planning permission to open. 

Council leader Denise Hyland, said: “We 
are committed to limiting the extremely 
detrimental effects high-stakes FOBTs 
can have on both individuals and the 
local community That is why we are 
joining a range of other authorities in 
submitting a SCA proposal and calling 
on party leaders to commit to tackling 
this issue. 

“We are campaigning for a reduction in 
the stakes on these machines alongside 
additional licensing measures to help 
reverse the decline of high streets 
nationwide. 

“We will continue to work to regulate 
betting shops and push for responsible 
gambling in order to protect vulnerable 
residents and safeguard local areas from 
the risk of deprivation.”

Fostered teens to get wider support 


TEENAGERS who are fostered 
by the royal borough will get 
additional support from a 
wider network of carers after a 
successful bid for government 
funding. 

Along with seven other local councils 
Royal Greenwich has teamed up with 
the national charity The Fostering 
Network to introduce the Mockingbird 
Family Model which has been shown 
to be a successful way to improve 
outcomes for children in care. 
Developed in the USA, the scheme 
uses the concept of a dedicated ‘hub 
home’ of specially recruited and 
trained carers. They provide respite 
care for foster carers, as well as peer 
support and social activities. 

The scheme aims to work like 
an extended family, creating 
opportunities for families who live 
near one another to support each 
other, overcome problems before they 
escalate and offer children a more 
positive experience of care. The hub 
also builds links with other families 
and with a wider network of agencies 


who can provide young people with 
enhanced opportunities to learn, 
develop and succeed. 

The approach is being pioneered for 
the first time in the UK following 
a £1.5m funding award from 
the Department for Education’s 
Innovation Programme. 

The focus in the first year will be on 
setting up new kinship and foster care 
networks for adolescents. 

Cllr John Fahy, deputy leader of the 
royal borough and cabinet member for 
children’s services, said: “I welcome 
this opportunity to be part of an 
innovative programme that will lead 
to more teenagers in our care having 
stable homes with Greenwich foster 
carers.” 

Melissa Green, director of operations 
at The Fostering Network, said: 
“Mockingbird is a simple, innovative 
and research informed approach to 
restructuring children’s services with 
proven positive outcomes for children, 
carers and services. We believe it will 
inspire and engage fostering services 
across the UK with a new, intuitive 
approach to foster care.”

Charlton hosts campaign to protect vulnerable adults 


THE centre circle at The Valley was the 
venue for the launch of a new campaign 
to raise awareness about the safety of 
vulnerable adults. 

Representatives from local 
organisations that work with vulnerable 
adults stepped onto the pitch at half-time 
during a match earlier this month. They 
signed a pledge promising to work with 
the community to safeguard adults at 
risk and take action against adult abuse. 

Signatories included the royal borough, 
Charlton Athletic Community Trust and 
Greenwich Action for Voluntary Services 
(GAVS). They teamed up to promote the 
work of the Greenwich Safeguarding 
Adults Board. Other organisations involved 
in that work include the local NHS, the 
Police, and local voluntary agencies. 

Cllr David Gardner, the borough’s 
cabinet member of health and adult 
social care, said: “The royal borough runs 
services for some of the most vulnerable 
people in the community. We place great 
emphasis on keeping those adults safe, 
and the support that we get from the 
Club and the Trust, as well as from other 
community groups and public bodies, 
is tremendously important, both in 
protecting vulnerable people from abuse, 
and in ensuring adults know where they

First Band A, followed by Band B both in priority date order.
